Dr. Macauley, an eminent phy- 
isician of Baltimore, makes the following re- 
marks on the letter of Dr. Smith. 
sed We are told, in Dr. Smith's circular to the 
public, that small pox * intermixes with the 
| Vaccine matter by a natural and unavoidable 
| process,and in a manner that may possibly elude 
the utmost care and vigilance of any person to 
prevent it.” It has been known, almost from 
‘ 





the first discovery of vaccination, that if mat- 
ter be taken from a vaccine vesicle in a consti- 
tution where small pox is manifest, that it will, 

in almost all cases, produce the variolous dis- 
ease or some Of its modifications; for, by a gen- 
eral law of the economy, the most forcible con- 
| tagion will invariably predominate ; but we 
have in vain sought for an instance, either in 
the records of our art, or during the prevalence 
of small pox in our c’ty, where vaccine matter. 
taken from a subject in whose system no symp- 
tom cf small pox contagion has been observed 
to exist, in which it has ever excited the yari- 
olous disease. 

If, as is plainly inferred hy this circular, the 
contagion of smal! pox is capable ef influencing 
the vaccine virus, even in systems in which 
small pox itselfis not manifested, then there is 
no surety. Fortunately no such fact has ever 
been remarked at the institution in London, 
where small pox has been move prevalent at 
alltimes since its establishment, than it has 
been in this city of late, nor lias itever been 
veritied by our own observation.

It is 
the fashion to attribute every thing to the 
French revolution, and the French revolution 
to every thing but its real cause. ‘That cause 
is obvious—the government exacied too much, 
and the people could neither give nor dear more. 
Without this, the Encyclopedists might have 
written their fingers oil, without the occurrence 
of asingle alteration.

LAW INTELLIGENCE. 
Reported for the Galaxy. 

Municira, Court—February 'Term, 1822. 
Commonweulih by indictment, vs. Harriet Brooks. 

‘This was an indictment for stealing from the 
person. It appeared from the evidence ef 
— —, that noi being a resident in town, on 
the night of the , he wentinto a house | 
of ili-fame at West Boston. He had a pocket 
book with him, containing three hundred del- 
lars in bank bills. Ouneof the females in the 
house came and sat ia his lip, and after she had 
rone away, the person who accompanied him 
‘0 the house, asked him to change a bill. He 
felt in his pocket and found his pecket book ; 
mt the money was gone, He remamed ar the 
jouse some time, endeavouring to fad the 
prisoner; at length he found her and caused 
her to be arrested 

‘There was some evidence that the witness 
had been engaged in gambiing in the course of 
ithe evening, and sume of his statements were } 
contradicted by some femaie witnesses resident 
in that part of thetown. ‘The counsel for the 
defendant availed himself of these circum- | 
stances in his address to the Jory, and urged to 
them the danger of convictiog amy one upon 
suchevidence. ‘ihe Sapreme Court had given’ 
it as their opinion, long since, that the infamy 
of those whe live ina state of prostitution is 
such as to invalidate their testimony; and cer- 
tainly their visitants and supporters, the patrons 
md pactehors of their crimes, aze not more 
worthy of credit. Such was the complainant 
iad witness in the present case, a married man, 
with a wile and family, and thus incurring ad- 
ditional reproach by violating bis duty to them, 
in resorting te these sinks of corrupiion. 

The Hon. Judge, Quincy, allowed great 
weight in his address to the jury, .o the remarks 
of the prisoner’s counse!, oa the credibility of 
ihe testimony for the government. He con- 
sidered the conduct ef the witness in the pres- 
ent case, as justiy rendering bis testimony 
suspicious. It was to be received with jealousy 
and caution; the participator in such scenes 
must be coniented to be viewed in regard to 
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y returneda verdict of Vot Guilty. 
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‘his is one of the many cases ef ths kind, 
Wiican are frequenily happening in the resorts 
of intamy and vice, which are a disgrace to 
the town. Many doubiless eceut which are 
not made public, and where no prosecution is 
instituted. ‘The impossibility of recovering 
the money in such cases, and the difficutty even 
of convicting the culprit, may seem to bea 
proof of theNmperfection which attends even 
the mozt apvroved modes of administering 
it may, neveriheless, serve the pur- 
poses of morakity, by adding the loss of proper- 
ty to that of time, health, and reputation, 
which the patrons of those nuisances incur.
